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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that properly considering Smith 
as a whole would recognize that Smith's treatment of metalorganic compounds is merely incidental at best and would not have considered 
Smith for the removal of metalorganic compounds present in amounts significantly greater than the amounts considered in Smith. 
However, it appears that one of the functions of the lime stage decomposes organometalic compounds (col. 3). Additionally, it appears that 
the silicon stage is useful for partial decomposition of ammonia (col. 3). Therefore, it appears that the inclusion of organometallics is not 
incidental. While Smith does not mention a step dedicated to ammonia decomposition, Smith does provide motivation for combination with 
the first step of Ishii which is directed to the decomposition of organometallics. Further, the reasons set forth in the Final Rejection are 
incorporated herein by reference .
